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Leadership, smart growth and smarter planning 


Planning is in the doldrums in this country, notes 
smart-growth advocate Harriet Tregoning, and 
that dilemma makes it even more difficult to 
achieve smart-growth goals than might otherwise 
be the case. 


On October 27, Tregoning comes to the BSA 
Lecture Series at the Boston Public library to 
describe the challenges planners face in this coun- 
try and also explores ways to turn public officials 
and other public leaders into design and plan- 
ning leaders. Without sophisticated public lead- 
ership and without far better planning than we 
now enjoy, Tregoning believes that local, regional 
and national efforts focusing on smart growth will 
continue to lack the ingredients necessary for suc- 
cess. She draws on examples of smart-growth suc- 
cess and failure and suggests leadership and poli- 
cy strategies drawn from sources as v ried as Jane 
Jacobs and a changing market for lettuce (from 
iceberg to endive to salad-in-a-box) to lessons 


learned from failed corporate transformations. 
(The Agricultural Research Service Image Gallery 
is the source of the image above.) 


Tregoning is the director of the Smart Growth 
Leadership Institute, a project of the national 
advocacy organization, Smart Growth America, 
headquartered in Washington DC. She co-found- 
ed the Institute with former Maryland Governor 
Parris Glendening, for whom she had served as 
secretary of planning and then as the nation’s first 
state-level cabinet secretary for smart growth. 
More recently, Tregoning was a Loeb Fellow at 
the Harvard Design School and her presentation 
in the BSA Lecture Series is co-sponsored by the 
Loeb Fellowship Program.

Small firms shape agenda 


In May members and friends of the Small Firms 
Committee gathered for a day-long retreat to eval- 
uate the long-term goals of the committee and how 
those goals could best be realized. 

Communications 

Small firms and sole practitioners make up a huge 
portion of the BSA membership but often find it 
difficult — given the constraints of running a small 
business — to engage in the extraordinary array of 
committee and other network opportunities and pro- 
grams the BSA offers. To address this communications 
issue, we have established a small firms/sole practitio- 
ners page on the BSA website at www.architects.org/ 
smallfirms. We are in the process of developing con- 
tent for this page and urge all small firm principals 
and employees and sole practitioners to offer sugges- 
tions for content that would be most useful to you. 
Business 

Small firms need to work collectively in order to 
become more efficient and more profitable. We 

need to combine our resources so that we can per- 
form when desired as a larger firm. We should devel- 
op a training package — a kind of Business 101 pack- 
age — to ensure that all of us know the basics of good 
business management. By working together, we can 
reduce our costs of hiring consultants and business 
expenses such as insurance and enrich our knowledge 
base through collective research into future markets 
and more efficient business strategies. We should reach 
out to other professional groups such as the remodel- 
ers association and the homebuilders association and 
create better standard documentation for small proj- 
ects that will ensure that our clients have the best ser- 
vices available from the building industry. 

Marketing 

Often a layperson’s only experience of working or 
interacting with an architect is when that person 
needs an architect for his or her own home, so small 
firms typically are the ambassadors to the general pub- 
lic for the profession. A professional marketing and 
business approach by all small firms are essential if 
indeed we are the ‘shop window’ of the profession to 
the world. Small firms can market jointly under the 
umbrella of the BSA to increase our market share. All 
small practices should be encouraged to develop a web 
page and the BSA itself could create an even more cli- 
ent-friendly website that makes finding an architect 
much easier. We should be able at the tip of our fin- 
gers to network with others and create collaborative 
practices that allow small firms to go after larger proj- 
ects or refer to other small firms projects that we our- 
selves cannot do or choose not to do. We also need to 
hold exhibitions and events in locations such as Home 
Depot, local libraries and malls that reach out to the 
general public and explain the benefits of hiring an 
architect...and also making it clear that not every proj- 
ect costs millions. 


The success of small firms relies on numerous individ- 
uals collaborating to address the issues we all face. The 
more of us who participate in this activity, the more 
issues that we can tackle and resolve. 
Community-building 

Time is money to our small businesses so we need 

to alternate our monthly meeting times between 
lunch time and evening so that more people can par- 
ticipate. We can also establish satellites of the Small 
Firms Committee in the suburbs to enable us to gath- 
er locally as needed while still encouraging our col- 
leagues to come downtown for the monthly meetings. 
We also might want to think about addressing the fre- 
quent isolation of small firms by developing after- 
hours groups, softball teams, building tours, and a 
variety of other social and professional opportunities.

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Environmental regulations and 
IAQ are examined 


In a three-part series of lunchtime seminars that 
concludes October 6 and October 20 at the BSA, 
industry experts explore the impact of environmental 
regulations on indoor air quality. 


Massachusetts regulations concerning groundwater, 
soil, and indoor air quality have stopped many oth- 
erwise profitable projects from reaching completion. 
This seminar series is designed to provide design 
professionals and developers with the tools necessary 
to navigate the Massachusetts regulatory process and 
to understand the risks associated with contaminat- 
ed properties. 


The first session last month focused on local, state 
and federal agencies — including the Department 
of Environmental Protection, the Environmental 
Protection Agency, and the Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs — which promulgate, oversee, 
and implement environmental regulations. The intent 
is to understand the role of each agency so you can 
navigate the system on time and on budget. 


The session on October 6 focuses on soil and ground- 
water risk assessment with an introduction to regula- 
tions and supporting risk analyses associated with soil 
and groundwater. We touch on the standard methods 
of addressing the contamination of soil and ground- 
water and explain the advantages and disadvantag- 

es of each approach. Special emphasis is placed on 
Massachusetts General Law 21-E, which applies to 
human, health, welfare, and environmental issues. 


The final session on October 20 addresses indoor air 
risk assessment and provides an introduction to the 
legislation applicable to this issue. We address build- 
ing systems (HVAC, etc.), mold, building materi- 

al off-gassing, radon, the vapor penetration from soil 
and groundwater contaminants and how to approach 
them. And once again we emphasize the applicability 
of Massachusetts General Law 21-E. 


This unique series has been developed and is co- 
sponsored by the BSA Committee on the Environ- 
ment and the Indoor Air Quality Committee. The 
workshop leader is Benjamin J. Marshall, president 
and CEO of Action Environmental, the Delaware- 
based environmental services group.

Access Board offer tips 


On October 27 the BSA Access Committee gathers 
for its monthly lunch meeting to focus on the new 
set of issues related to accessibility. At recent meet- 
ings, Massachusetts Architectural Access Board exec- 
utive director Tom Hopkins offered these tips: 


4 Bring design issues to the Access Board early in 
the design process. It only costs $50 to apply even 

if there is more than one variance requested in the 
application. An early request and decision allow 
more planning time for the architect and the client 
to avoid costly errors and mid-construction or post- 
construction changes. 


& The variance process that requires a hearing typ- 
ically takes 6-8 weeks afier a completed variance 
package is submitted. Some simple variance requests 
are decided without a hearing as an ‘incoming case’ 
and that process may take as little as a week or two. 
However, these decision are not final for another 30 
days so that the client, architect, or advocate has the 
opportunity to request a hearing. Variance-request 
packages should be succinct, providing the board 
with photographs and project history that are lim- 
ited to the issues over which the Board has jurisdic- 
tion. The petitioner must prove that full compliance 
is ‘impracticable’ and, to do so, the architect should 
provide drawings and cost estimates that demon- 
strate why full compliance is either ‘technically infea- 
sible’ or that full compliance would require ‘exces- 
sive costs and no substantial benefit to a person with 
a disability’. This requires documentation of undesir- 
able or unbuildable conditions along with cost esti- 
mates and must show the proposed condition for 
which a variance is requested. 


& There are currently openings on the Access Board, 
whose members are appointed by the Governor from 
a list of nominees submitted by the Massachusetts 
Office on Disability. At least one board member 
must be an architect registered in Massachusetts. 
The board meets every other Monday (except on 
holidays) and board members receive $50 for each 
meeting...but the real compensation is the invalu- 
able experience that will inform your practice 

and approach to design while enriching the state’s 
approach to these issues. Interested? Call 800-322-

TOD funds are key 


Strategic spending of our transportation dollars is 
one of the most important ways to encourage smart 
growth, The opposite is also true — transporta- 
tion spending can be a great enabler of unsustain- 
able sprawl development. Recognizing the impact 
of transportation policy on how we grow, the 
Massachusetts Smart Growth Alliance (of which the 
BSA is a core member and founder) worked during 
this most recent legislative session to promote smart 
transportation for smart growth. 


During the development of the transportation 

bond bill, the administration proposed a program 

to locate housing and mixed-use development near 
transit nodes. The Alliance worked alongside lead- 
ers in the legislature on the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee and the Joint Transportation Committee 
to develop the program and secure funding for it. 
The result was an allocation of $30 million for tran- 
sit-oriented development (TOD). 


Transit-oriented development locates housing and 
jobs around transit facilities and provides residents 
with more choices for transportation so that they 
don’t have to have a car. The law is seen as a step 
toward making more housing available. The fund- 
ing provision was included in the transportation 
bond bill signed into law by the governor in August. 
The funding, which will be available in 2006 in the 
form of grants and loans, may be used to rehabilitate 
housing, build bicycle and pedestrian facilities, or 
build parking facilities within a quarter-mile of tran- 
sit stations. The Alliance will continue to work with 
the legislature and the administration to ‘co-locate’ 
development and transportation infrastructure in the 
coming year.

New law changes the way contractors are selected 


In the last two issues of the ChapterLetter, we have 
described in general the significant public construc- 
tion reform proposals that have now been signed 
into law in Massachusetts. A clearly important part 
of this new law are the changes to Chapter 149 that 
govern the way we establish contracts and select bids 
from contractors. In summary, the most important 
changes are these: 


& the threshold for procuring construction through 
sealed bids has been raised from $25,000 to 
$100,000 and for filed sub-bid contracts the thresh- 
old has risen from $10,000 to $20,000; 


4 awarding authorities may now ‘pre-qualify’ gener- 
al contractors and filed sub-trade contractors before 
permitting them to bid; and 


& the state is now required to certify all trade sub- 
contractors much as the state now certifies general 
contractors. 


The threshold issue seems self-explanatory. Both 
changes are immediate and any public contract pro- 
curement that takes place from now on can employ 
the new thresholds. Since clients are always autho- 
rized to employ filed sub-bids even in amounts 
below the mandatory threshold, there is noth- 

ing wrong with having a sub-bid that falls below 

the threshold. However, reducing the number of 
filed sub-bids can increase the general contractor's 
accountability and reduce the paperwork. It is up to 
the designers and the designer's clients to decide how 
to proceed with changes to bid documents in light of 
the new thresholds. 


For medium-size and larger projects, the bidding 
process is to be implemented in two stages. Before 

a project is bid, the public client solicits qualifica- 
tions statements from companies wishing to bid on 
the general contract and on each filed sub-trade con- 
tract. Each awarding authority establishes a prequal- 
ification committee to implement a formal review of 
bidders’ qualifications statements. This committee 
must include representation by the designer. (This 
work is an additional service under most designers’ 
contracts.) Companies will be notified whether they 
will be invited to bid to work. Documents will be 
provided only to prequalified companies and the bid 
will be awarded based on the lowest price, with cer- 
tain exceptions, Sub-bids will still be allowed to be 
restricted to/from general contractors. 


This process is optional for most state agencies 
(Division of Capital Asset Management/DCAM, 
Massachusetts State College Building Authority/ 
MSCBA, Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority/MWRA, MassPort and the University of 
Massachusetts) and for most municipalities when the 
project's estimated construction value is below $10 
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million. It is mandatory for municipal projects over 
$10 million in value. Even when it is not required, 
it may be worth doing since it enables agencies and 
their designers to identify unqualified contractors 
and subcontractors that the state believes have given 
public construction a bad name. 


Bids are gathered in a two-stage process of prequal- 
ification and invitation to bid. First, the agency 
must advertise publicly a Request for Qualifications 
(RFQ) for the general contract and all filed sub-trade 
contracts. This advertisement must appear in the 
Central Register, the state online system (ComPASS) 
and a local newspaper. Interested bidders then sub- 
mit detailed statements of their qualifications and 

a prequalification committee evaluates these state- 
ments. 


Besides requiring evidence of bonding capacity and 
DCAM certification (currently for general bidders, 
eventually for all file sub-bidders as well), the RFQ 


must include the following: 


A management experience (worth 50 points) — cli- 
ents'/owners’ information, management person- 

nel information, related project experience (police 
stations, original and final contract value, project 
dates), terminations of contracts, legal proceedings 
(past five years for general contractors and past three 
years for subcontractors), safety record information, 
and compliance record for women and minority par- 
ticipation if compliance goals are required; 


A project references (worth 30 points) — owners/cli- 
ents and architects for all projects listed in ‘similar 
project experience’ above, credit references, and pub- 
lic project records for all public projects completed 
over the past three years; and 


capacity (worth 20 points) — audited financial 
statements and data on revenue under contract for 
the next three years. 


Bidders’ qualifications statements are submitted 
under penalties of perjury. The agency's prequalifica- 
tion committee reviews this material and those com- 
panies that are deemed qualified to bid are then sent 
the construction documents and are invited to sub- 
mit a bid, with sub-bids opened and made avail- 
able for the general contract bidders to select as part 
of their bid. The agency selects the low general con- 
struction bid. 


The state anticipates that this will be a sensitive pro- 
cess and the law stipulates protections for those mak- 
ing prequalification decisions and also strictly limits 

the basis for protest by companies that are not invit- 
ed to bid. Over the next several months, DCAM and 
the Inspector General's Office will establish the stan- 
dardized format for prequalification submissions in 

an effort to avoid creating burdensome and inconsis- 
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tent submission requirements — however, the legis- 
lation maps out the procedures fairly thoroughly. 


It was anticipated that subcontractor prequalifica- 
tion would be a lot of work. The state therefore now 
requires that DCAM establish a certification pro- 
cess for all filed sub-trade contractors similar to the 
process now used to certify general contractors and 
certain specialty contractors; DCAM is also enlarg- 
ing and tightening its general contractor certifica- 
tion process so agencies and designers will have more 
information when they review bids. 


The law stipulates that DCAM will start its sub- 
trade certification program next year and it will no 
doubt take several months before it is fully opera- 
tional. General and trade contractor certifications 
and update statements are not intended to be suffi- 
cient for project prequalification but it should make 
that work much easier. 


The prequalification process is a very substantial 
change in the way the public does business. Bidding 
on public work is no longer open to any contractor 
who wishes to submit a bid — reputation and per- 
formance can now be factors in who gets to bid on 
public construction.

New school funding agency is 
established by law 


In August, Massachusetts Governor Mitt Romney 
signed legislation creating a new, well-financed inde- 
pendent authority to address a long wait-list of 
school construction projects. 


Municipal officials throughout Massachusetts are 
waiting to launch 425 new construction and ren- 
ovation projects with an estimated price tag of $4 
billion. Under the new law, one cent of the state's 
five-cent sales tax will be steered gradually to the 
new independent Massachusetts School Building 
Authority to be headed by state treasurer Tim Cahill. 


Instead of receiving reimbursements from the state 
over 20 years, as is the current practice, cities and 
towns will receive payment from the state as soon as 
the School Building Authority audits a project. As 
this new agency works to erase the backlog of school 


projects, the state will not entertain new construc- 
tion or renovation proposals until July 2007. 


Romney signed the legislation even while criticiz- 
ing the legislature for the failure to refinance existing 
school construction debt and for the extended mora- 
torium on new projects. 


A comprehensive analysis of the legislation was pro-

Beginning on January 1, 2006, candidates for the 
Architect Registration Examination (A.R.E) who 
have yet to pass any division of the exam will have 
five years to pass all nine divisions. 


This new approach to the A.R.E. was adopted by 
the National Council of Architectural Registration 
Boards (NCARB) at its annual meeting earli- 

er this year. Even before NCARB made it official, 
nine states already had implemented a rolling-clock 
requirement. 


“Requiring that all divisions be passed within a rea- 
sonable period will better assure that the A.R.E. 
remains a valid measure of the level of competence 
necessary to practice architecture independently,” 
NCARB explained in a recent press release. “While 
some changes may occur within any five-year peri- 
od, there is a lower likelihood that applicants will be 
tested under different forms of administration and 
methodologies than is the case currently with appli- 
cants having unlimited time in which to pass all divi- 
sions. 


Three basic NCARB rules will guide the implemen- 
tation of the rolling-clock standard: 


& Applicants who have passed all divisions before 
January 1, 2006 will have therefore passed the 
A.R.E. 


& Applicants who have passed one or more but not 
all divisions of the exam by January 1, 2006, will 
have five years from that date to pass all remaining 
divisions. A passing grade for any remaining division 
shall be valid for five years, after which the division 
exam must be retaken if the remaining divisions have 
not been passed. The five-year period commenc- 

es after January 1, 2006 on the date when the first 
passed division is administered. 


& Applicants who have passed no divisions of the 

exam before January 1, 2006 shall be subject to the 
five-year requirement which will commence on the 
date when the first passed division is administered.

In its August issue, the Professional Services 
Management Journal (PSMJ) reports that the U.S. 
Department of Labor has made changes to the Fair 
Labor Standards Act to revise overtime pay regula- 
tions that had not changed in 50 years. The new reg- 
ulations took effect on August 23 and, according to 
PSMJ, the most significant changes for design firms 
are those regarding the classification of employees as 
exempt or non-exempt from overtime pay under the 
‘white collar’ exemptions. 


Salary level, salary basis, and job duties are the cri- 
teria used to determine overtime exemption and 
PSMJ, describes these tests as follows: 


4 The minimum salary for exemption, regardless 
of duties, is now $455/week ($23,660/year). Those 
paid less than this figure would not be considered 
exempt. 


4 Those employees who fall under the ‘executive’ 
position must have the authority to hire and fire 
employees in order to meet exemption status. This is 
important, since some project-based executives might 
not have this kind of authority. This issue should be 
clarified in job descriptions. 


4 Employees who perform non-manual work will 
be exempt from overtime pay if their total annu- 

al compensation is at least $100,000 and if they per- 
form an exempt duty in an executive, administrative 
and professional capacity. 


Under the ‘professional’ employee category, the 
new rules recognize that not all professionals must 
have an advanced academic degree. The rules recog- 
nize that some employees may have the same level of 
knowledge through experience as an employee with 
an advanced degree. PSMJ notes that different states 
have different overtime laws so the new regulations 
may not take effect everywhere and states are permit- 
ted to use higher standards.

John Clancy FAIA 


John Clancy FAIA, a principal at Goody 
Clancy, died in August at age 74. A past- 
president of the BSA, Clancy's work in 
the design of affordable and mixed- 
income housing has been studied and 
emulated internationally. He was princi- 
pal architect for such socially significant 
projects as Tent City, a mixed-income 
housing community near Boston's Copley 
Square, which won the United Nations 
World Habitat Award. In 1968, after pro- 
testors and squatters living in tents 
demanded affordable housing, Clancy and 
his colleagues designed Tent City in col- 
laboration with community leaders. 
Together they succeeded in revitalizing a 
blighted urban site as well as integrating 
the lives of residents of varying socio-eco- 
nomic backgrounds. He also designed 
Langham Court in Boston's South End 
and Auburn Court in Cambridge, both of 
which served as new models for high- 
quality urban living spaces for residents at

Clancy's career was dis- 
tinguished by his commitment to socially 
responsible projects in urban places and 
housing. His work was honored with 
many awards, including the Honor Award 
for Design Excellence from the American 
Institute of Architects, the Boston Society 
of Architects and the Urban Land 
Institute. As 1979 president of the BSA, 
he was most proud of the role he played 
in instituting an award for urban design 
and giving that branch of the design field 
the recognition he felt it deserved. Clancy 
played an active role within the profession 
at both regional and local levels. Founder 
and most recently director and vice-presi- 
dent of the non-profit Brookline 
Improvement Coalition dedicated to 
developing affordable housing in his own 
community, he also served as president of 
the Brookline Housing Authority. He 
firmly held the conviction that individuals 
should “give back” to their communities, 
and encouraged the members of the firm 
to get involved in any way they could. An 
award has been initiated to honor John 
Clancy’s commitment to affordable hous- 
ing, The John Clancy Award will be 
administered by the BSA to recognize and 
encourage socially responsible urban 
housing by architects internationally.

Richard Dobroth AIA of Osterville died 
in August at 75.
